Patrons of Husbandry in the Country. 


The weekly circular issued here 
from the office of the National Grange 
gives a statement of the number of 
subordinate anti State Granges, which 
illustrates in a striking manner the 
rapid growth of the organization. 
On 
Saturday, tlie date of the latest dis­ 
patch, the total number of Granges 
was 8,574; the menibership being 843,­ 
125. From the 1st to the 22d inst., the 
number of Granges organized was 789. 
During the present year, so far, the 
number of new Granges organized is 
6,257; distributed as folfows: January, 
153; February, 347; March, (¡65; April, 
571; May, 696; June, 625, July, 612; 
August, 729; September, 818; October, 
1,050; November, (22d), 789. 
The 
highest number organized, during any 
month of 1872, was 120; the lowest, 
o4. 
The following slates have no state 
granges: Alabama, 263 subordinate 
granges; Delaware, none; Florida, 18; 
Kentucky, 68; Louisiana, 38; M ary­ 
land, 14; Maine, 1; Massachusetts, 14; 
New Jersey, 21 ; New Hampshire, 9; 
Virginia, 9. 
Of territories there arc 
Colorado, 2; and Washington 5, while 
Canada has 8 granges. 
8tute granges are organized in the 
following States and Territories, while 
the number of subordinate granges 
named are included in each jurisdic­ 
tion; Arkansas, 93; California, 
117; 
Georgia, 397; Illionois, 748; Indiana, 
633; Iowa, 1,833; Kansas, 779; Michi­ 
gan, 130; Minnesota, 379; Mississippi, 
480; Missouri, 1,097; Nebraska, 250; 
New Y o rk '24; North Corolina, 120; 
Ohio, 218; Oregon,- 45; Pennsylvania, 
48; 
South| 
Carolina, 
190, 
Ten­ 
nessee, 229; Texas, 37; Vermont, 31; 
West Virginia, 22; Wisconsin, 251; 
and in Dakota, 30. The total number 
of granges in the South, or rather 
former slave states is 2,946. 
In New England-there are but forty- 
four Granges organized, and none are 
found in Connecticut or Rhode Island. 
Delaware is the only state without a 
Grange up to date. The order has 
grown with great rapidity in the for­ 
mer slave states,- especially in the 
further South, singularly enough the 
order has its largest existance in South 
Carolina, as far as the Soutli is con­ 
cerned. 
No question of color has yet 
arisen, and it is believed the m atter is 
c.isily controlled. The largest number 
of organized Granges are found in 
Kansas, according to population, while 
Iowa and Missouri gives the largest 
percentage of membership. So far 
Southern 
adhesions 
are 
from the 
small plantation holders, and appear 
to be a desirable aquisition.—[W ash­

For the first time In years accord­ 
ing to the Territorial Enterprise, the 
ore in sight in the Virginia and Gold 
Hill mines is in excess of the crushing 
capacity of the mills.

Lambert Snelt, a Nevada country 
farmer, was thrown from his horse and 
killed on the 21st. 
His foot caught in 
the stirrup and he was dragged nearly 
a mile over tlie roughest kind of a road. 
It is estimated that the Sacramento 
Vulley, from Suisun bay on the south 
to Shasta on the north, contains 3,­ 
840,000 acres of level valley land; and 
if the rolling foothills were included 
to an elevation of 2,500 feet above tlie 
level of the sea, or as far upas, tlie 
cereals can be raised, tlie number of 
acres would be doubled, or 
would 
amount to at least seven millions and 
a half. If all this land were soWn in 
wheat, says tlie Kent Estate Circular, 
and tlie small crop of fifteen bushels to 
the acre only was reaped from it, tlie 
total erop would amount to 112,500,­ 
000 bushels, which at even $1 per 
bushel would amount to as many dol­ 
lars. 
Some day, and th at not many 
years distant, all of this land will cer­ 
tainly produce crops, either of grain, 
wool^ wine or fruit equal in value to 
hose figures.

of it, and if this were done, the land 
would be equal to an y in the county 
for th e culture of an y product of the 
State. 
But the very m agnitude of the 
tract places it out of the reacli of the 
ordinary purchaser. 
W hat would be 
easier than for the business m en of this 
city to form an organization w ith suf­ 
ficient capital to buy this or a sim ilar 
tract, improve it witli the necessary 
irrigating ditches, and soil it to set­ 
tlers. 
If a liberal policy were pursued 
s u c h a venture could not help being 
im m ensely advantageous to the gen­ 
eral business interests of th e com m u­ 
nity, and at the sam e tim e profitable to 
those cofleerned in it. 
The success of 
the 
various 
colonization 
schemes, 
m anaged in this way ought to have 
afforded before this a hint to those 
who are anxious th at th e country 
should be settled 
up. 
The latest 
projector this kind, the S an Gabriel 
Orange Grove Association, secured a 
iraet of land containing four thousnnd 
acres for $25,000. 
By expending an 
additional $10,000 in irrig atin g ditches 
they will have a property w hich w hen 
c u t u p into forty a*’*; tracts, will sell 
tor from forty tc Tifty dollars an acre. 
Various plans have been proposed, 
to com pel th e cutting up and sale of 
th es vVast tracts now’ held from settle­ 
m e n t by individuals, th eo u e receiving 
m ost favor, being th e passage of a law 
by the Legislature, taxing lands alone 
and exem pting personal property and 
Im provements, the idea being that by 
throw ing the burdens of sustaining 
Hie State and eounty governm ents 
upon unimproved land, the holding of 
It in large tracts would be discouraged. 
That this policy m ight have a good 
effect, is a t least probable, but we can­ 
not see th a t there is a hope for the 
adoption of such a policy very soon, 
and in the m eantim e, there arc tho u ­ 
sands of people who would enter upon 
an d occupy our vacant lands if they 
could get 
them 
in 
sm all 
tracts 
for 
a 
reasonable 
price. 
W e 
do 
n o t of 
course 
pretend 
th a t 
the 
plan we 
have recommended would 
have the effect of bringing into the 
m ark et lands th a t are held at unreas­ 
onable prices for speculation, but for 
present purposes, there is sufficient 
land th at can be bought a t a reasona­ 
ble figure, the only difficulty being th at 
individual settlers are not possessed of 
th e m eans to take them in the large 
qu an tities in w hich they are held, and 
to bear th e additional expense, usually 
required for bringing them under irri­ 
gation. 
W e 
have 
only hurriedly 
sketched out our views on this im port­ 
a n t subject, but hope some of our en­ 
te rp risin g and 
far-seeing 
business 
m en will seo enough iu it, to induce 
th e m to thoroughly investigate the 
m atter, when we are confident th at 
th ey will recognize the feasibility of 
th e plan. 


City Improvements. 


T here Í9 g e ttin g to be a very general 
im p a tie n c e on th e part o f our citizens 
w ith th e con d itio n of our streets, and 
m ore p a rtic u la rly about th e sidewalks 
a n d crossings. 
Several com m unica­ 
tio n s o n th is subject h av e appeared in 
th e H e r a l d la te ly , and one from a 
“ N ew -co m er” goes for our city author­ 
ities in th is issue. 
W hile we ure as anxious as any that 
ou r city should be m ade respectable 
in this direction, we m ust remind the 
public th a t the Council has but little 
power in the m atter, and that it de­ 
pends on the property owners them ­ 
selves, w hether the streets shall he im ­ 
proved, and sidewalks built. 
Under 
th e existing charter, the Council can 
o n ly o rd e r the boildlng of a sidew alk, 
where a m ajority of the property hold­ 
e rs on a given street petititlon for such 
a n Im provem ent. 
The present Coun­ 
cil, we believe appreciates the neces­ 
s ity for a g e n e ra l system of sidewalk 
Im p ro v e m e n t, b u t they have no power 
to o rd er It. 
Hteps have been taken to 
secuxv such a revlaiou of the charter 


I as will give th e m ( lie power to m ake 
1 such im provem ents as the public ne­ 
cessities dem and, and until the desired 
legislation 1h provided, we see nothing 
for our citizens to do but to possess 
their souls in patience. 
W e suggest however th at the Coun­ 
cil ought to h u rry up the charter re­ 
vision, and th at as soon as possible, it 
should be placed before the people for 
discussion. 


A N ew Agricultural Society. 


As announced in the Sunday m orn­ 
ing H k r a i.d, o ur agricultural friends 
are organizing a new agricultural so­ 
ciety and will soon tile articles of as­ 
sociation, for th a t purpose. 
The offer 
of th e S outhern District Society to 
allow the farm ers to take th e m ajority 
of th e stock of that organization is not 
likely to be accepted, principally we 
believe because the title to its property 
is behoved to be defective. 
W e are of the opinion th a t two soci­ 
eties can be m ade successful. 
The old 
society can continue to devote its a t­ 
tention to fast horses, while the new 
one can especially foster th e agricul­ 
tural resources of the country. 
T he objections to th e m anagem ent 
of the Southern District Society, were 
m ainly, th a t w hile professing to be an 
A gricultural Society, it really devoted 
most of its attention to horse-racing, 
and th a t the interests of agriculture 
were overlooked. 
There is but a sm all 
portion of our population th a t is en­ 
tirely opposed to trials of speed, while 
a very great m a n y w ho do not care to 
risk money, yet enjoy the spectacle of 
a fast horse contending for a prize. 
The plan suggested by a friend of t lie 
Society a t the tim e of the Fair, to have 
two different meetings, one for fast 
stock, and one for the display of agri­ 
cultural products, will be better c ar­ 
ried out by two separate and distinct or­ 
ganizations. 
The old Society, being 
in the hands of m en who arc interest­ 
ed in the breeding and training of fast 
horses, will lie well adapted to the en­ 
couragem ent of such sport. 
The new 
one can bring out the fat cattle, fine 
sheep, and unexam pled agricultural 
products of SouthernCnlilbrnia, and 
there will be no clashing of interests, 
as there m ig h t be, if our sporting 
friends and th e agriculturalists were 
to try tojog along together. W e believe 
th at there is am ple room for both soci­ 
eties to flourish,t an d we hope to see 
them both achieve success, each ¡11 its 
chosen field. 


Co-Operation. 


Our friends the G rangers liuving 
tasted some of the advantages arising 
from co-operation, are deliberating on 
a plan to m ore fully avail them selves 
of tliebenefitsofcom bination, and will 
soon be in the field w ith a Corporation 
organized for the purpose of handling 
all m anner of farm produce, and for sell­ 
ing m erchandise to its members. Men 
of experience and know n ability are 
m oving in the m atter, and we m ay 
soon look for som ething definite.

cisms by tlie H e r a l d from tim e to 
tim e have been quite vigorous.

position taken by the H e r a l d and 
m ost of its correspondents, hut reflects 
the sentim ents of the progressive ele­ 
m ent of th e population of Los Angeles 
city. 
It is a disgrace to the city tlmt 
so little enterprise is exhibited in 
m a k in g w h a t every civilized com m u­ 
nity considers 
necessary 
im prove­ 
ments. 
T h e A lm ighty m ust be very 
m uch disgusted th at a people will do 
so little for themselves, for w hom H e 
has done so much. 
F or a city like 
Los A ngeles—a city m ore th a n one 
hundred years old,and containing from 
ten to twelve thousand inh abitants—a 
city situated in the garden of the 
world, w ith ¡1 soil and climate* th a t 
can be surpassed nowhere, for a city 
w ith all these attractions and advan­ 
tages, to be found iu its present con­ 
dition of neglect is a sham e an d a dis­ 
grace. 
There is not a street-crossing 
w orthy of the n am e in the city, al­ 
though one is now being constructed; 
there is not afoot of sidewalk fit to lie 
called such within the city lim its aw ay 
from the business houses, ami even in 
front of th em it is so uneven ami ir­ 
regular that a m an is in danger of 
breaking his neck if lie ventures out 
after dark, except during the full of 
the moon. 
There is scarcely a village of five 
hundred inhabitants in the W estern 
States th a t is so poorly taken care of 
as is this metropolis of Southern Cali­ 
fornia.” 
There is scarcely a tow n of 
a thousand inh abitan ts cast of the 
Rocky M ountains but th at has scores 
of street crossings and miles of side­ 
walk.

Mr. Wilson who advertised for a 
gold buckle which lie had lost was 
happily rewarded by having it re­ 
turned*. Oneof Mr. Dupuy’s employees 
found it. 
The receipts of bullion at tlve depot 
yesterday were quite heavy, footing 
up 1,000 bars, or over forty tons. A 
part of this came in on Hunday, but 
was included in the amount received 
yesterday. 
Col. J. (í. Howard and il. T. Haz­ 
ard have joined in a law partnership, 
and A. A. Wilson and P. W. Dooner 
have done the same. 
Another of those “red clay” cross­ 
walks that friend Messmer referred to 
in his communication the other day 
has been constructed, this time be­ 
tween the Herald office and Temple 
block.

The Races To-day. 
The management of the New Year’s 
Hace Meeting announce ail attractive 
programme to-day, the first thing on 
the list being the Ladies’ Pluetou race. 
Several of our fair horse-women have 
signified their intention of participa­ 
ting, and from the character of the 
teams they drive, and their known 
ability in handling the reins, there 
will doubtless be an exciting contest. 
Following at 2 i\ M., the Hurdle race, 
a mile dash over four hurdles, takes 
place. The meeting winds up with a 
trotting match, three in five, to har­ 
ness, for a purse of If 100; $75 to first 
horse and $25 to the second, free to all 
horses that have never beaten three 
minutes. 


The ,Races Yesterday. 
There was a pretty fair attendance at 
the Park yesterday, the most of those 
present being sporting men. 
The first race—a single dash of a 
mile—between Bay Jim, Hultan, and 
Bally, was won by Bay Jim, in 1:57. 
The second race was a trotting 
match, two in three, and was won by 
Ken. Rose’s black mare, ¡Beautiful 
Belle, Enterprise taking the second 
heat. 
The crowd though not a large one, 
was full of spirit and considerable 
money changed hands. The pro­ 
gramme to-day as noted in another 
place, is an attractive one, and oureit- 
izens cannot do better than pay the 
Park a visit. The Ladies’ Plueton race 
for which there are three entries, und 
the Hurdle race, four entries, are the 
great attractions, and will draw a 
crowd of people. 


The skating rink is already becom­ 
ing a favorite resort of our mirth- 
loving people. Mr. Gray informs us 
that hereafter, Indies will be admitted 
free, during the afternoons, and have 
the use of skates which Is a very liber­ 
al arrangement on his part. Last 
night there were present, skating a 
number of beaux and belles, and 
belles waiting for beaux, who proba­ 
bly arrived as soon as business hours 
were over. A “Skating Carnival” in 
masque would be a jolly thing to hold 
before the season is over. It would be 
“sofunny," you know. 
The Spanish Bandits at Kingston. 
The Visalia Delta of January 1st 
gives the following particulars of the 
late robbery at Kingston, a brief ac­ 
count of which we had by telegraph: 
‘ On Friday evening last, between the 
hours of 7 and 8 o’clock, the notorious 
outlaw Vasquez and his band of some 
twelve or fifteen men, entered the 
quiet little village of Kingston, Fres­ 
no county, and robbed the entire town 
of all valuables they could convenient­ 
ly take with them. They entered 
town by the bridge on the north side, 
leaving their horses in charge of ono 
of their number, near the bridge, so 
that their approach might be as quiet 
as possible. On crossing the bridge 
they met a man on foot, who was im­ 
mediately gagged and tied by them 
before he could give any alarm. Leav­ 
ing him, they passed on to the hotel, 
where they met Douglas of this place, 
and Gilroy, who were at supper. Vas- 
quez was immediately recognized by 
these gentlemen. Gilroy made some 
resistance by striking the robber with 
his chair. After snapping a cap at 
him the robber felled lum to the floor, 
striking him with the pistol. Both 
men were then tied. They took from 
Douglas some coin and a valuable 
watch—one that was highly prized, it 
ha ving belonged to his deceased father. 
Gilroy was taken to the store of Jacob 
& Einstein for the purpose of opening 
the safe; each one in the store was tied 
down, their watches taken, and their 
pockets rifled of coin. From this 
place the robbers entered the store of 
Sweet & Co., again tying each one and 
taking what they couid get. They 
tied Sweet standing up, and then or­ 
dered him to fall on his face. Sweet 
begged not to be treated so roughly, 
but they showed no mercy. When 
Sweet was getting down one of the 
robbers tried to take a ring from his 
finger, but S. begged for it, telling 
him it was a present from his wife; so 
the robbers left it. The amount of 
booty by this time was §430 from the 
hotel, $800 from Jacob Einstein and 
$60 from Sweet & Co., together with 
many watches and other valuables, 
which will amount to several thou­ 
sand dollars. 
While the robbers were in nnd 
around the store of Sweet & Co., Sulli­ 
van and another gentleman at the ho­ 
tel, hearing the robbers at their work, 
got a small reinforcement and made an 
attack upon them, firing some forty 
shots, and beyond all doubt wounding 
some of the desperadoes, as various 
places on the bridge were found to be 
bloody after their retreat. W hen the 
firing commenced upon the marauders 
their leader gave orders to retreat, 
which they hastily did. Crossing the 
bridge, they mounted their horses and 
rode oil'. These gentlemen deserve 
great credit for the manner in which 
they acted, and which perhaps saved 
much valuable property by causing a 
hasty retreat of the desperadoes. 
As soon as daylight began to'uawn, 
various parties started in pursuit, 
many going from Visalia. After fol­ 
lowing the robbers some miles, they 
came upon a Spaniard who claimed to 
belong to a sheep camp near by, but 
when taken there could not be identi­ 
fied. His stories were so conflicting 
that he was taken to Kingston and 
identified as one of the party. He 
finally confessed, stating that he was 
left behind to take care of two wound­ 
ed men and bury them if they died. 
He would not tell where the wounded 
men were, and as yet they have not 
been found. Thisdesperado was taken 
by the officers to jail at Fresno, to 
await the action of tin* grand jury. 
Reports are continually reaching us 
of the doings of these desperadoes. Al­ 
most every herder and sheep man on 
their line of march has suffered more 
or less.

W illiam*. 
In preparing the army [bill, Gen. 
Sherman and the Secretary of the 
Treasury, Mere consulted in regard to 
the cost of our forces on the Texas, 
New Mexico and Arizona frontier. It 
M’as found impracticable to reduce the 
force much at present, though Gen. 
Sherman expressed the opinion that 
if railways were in operation through 
on that line, about $5,000,000, might 
be saved in the military estimates, be­ 
side a reduction of the appropriation 
for the military establishment proper.

partment about $20,000,000. 
The committee also ascertained that 
under the Treasury construction of the 
law' in regard to unexpended balances, 
fixing the limit of two years to the 
last Marrant drawn, the Quarter­ 
master’s department has accumu­ 
lated a surplus of $3,000,000 which has 
not been reported to Congress, and re­ 
specting which the law requires no 
jeport. ThisM’lll he covered into the 
Treasury by an amendment to the 
law regarding such balances.
